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The purpose of an SPF record is to prevent spammers from sending messages with forged from addresses 
at your domain. Recipients can refer to the SPF record to determine whether a message purporting to be 
from your domain comes from an authorized mail server. 

It is helpful to add Gaggle to your SPF Records to ensure that your email communications successfully 
send: 


For Google: 

v=spf1 include:gaggle.net -all
